WASHINGTON S ADVICE 


For a long time honors were heaped upon the mem­ 
ory of George Washington as the Father of His Country'. 
Tributes to him were in recognition of his services as 
founder of the government of the United States. 
Rut the astonishing revelation is becoming plain that 
the counsel of Washington is needed over and over again. 
He does not recede as the nation’s history unfolds. His 
spirit, like a guardian angel, constantly inspires, admon­ 
ishes and directs the American people. 
Seldom has this nation pursued policies out of har­ 
m ony with his advice without afterward learning the error 
of its wavs. 
Again and again his warning to “ steer clear of al­ 
liances with any portion of the foreign world’’ has been 
quoted. But this is but one of many observations which he 
directed to those associated with him in national affairs. 
He repeatedly called to the attention of his country­ 
men the advantages of their then isolated position with 
reference to European problems. 
“ W hy,’’ said he, “ forego the advantages of so pe 
culiar a situation? Why, by interweaving our destiny with 
that of any part of Europe, entangle our peace and pros­ 
perity in the toils of European ambition, rivalship, inter­ 
est, human or caprice?’’ 
Washington warned against partisanship at home, 
pointed to the dangers inherent in expansion of govern­ 
mental powers. The nation should never stop pondering 
his advice as it celebrates the anniversary of his birth trom 
vear to year. 


Causes Literary Tantrum

1 would most certainly be inter­ 
ested to know whether American 
authors or their heirs or estates 
are receiving royalties from their 
Soviet publishers on these fabu­ 
lous sales of an average of almost 
two copies per year to every man, 
woman and child inhabiting the 
largest land mass on the fact of 
the globe. Or are they publishing 
only American books in the public 
domain on which the copyright 
has expired? 
Or are they just 
plain pirating0 
But what really gives you an in­ 
sight into the quality of Mr. Fast’s 
mind is his line that the United 
States a writer must either pander 
or starve, with the implication 
that it is of course otherwise in 
the Soviet Uhion. This in the face 
of the series of recent uncensored 
dispatches from Moscow revealing 
how writers, painters, composers, 
art critics, dramatists, humorists, 
cartoonists and even biologists and 
physicists have been warned by the 
Communist 
Central 
Committees 
maintaining a death grip on the 
Arts and Sciences to follow the 
Communist ideologies in t h e i r 
works, or else. And from the way 
the boys over there have been gro­ 
veling you can imagine the "or 
else.” How does Brother Fast look 
to you?

Mr. Howard Fast, the eminent 
historical biographer who perpe­ 
trates a column entitled “I Write 
As I Please” in the Daily Workers, 
has done me the honor of flying 
into a literary tantrum in that pil­ 
lar because I have asked for the 
same kind of support for U. S. At­ 
torney McGohey, representing the 
people of the United States in the 
trial of the 11 Communists, that 
the Commies give to their lads 
whenever they find themselves in 
a jam—meetings, resolutions, let­ 
ters, etc. 
Brother Fast is angry with me 
for many reasons; because I hap­ 
pens to have served as president 
of the Author’s Guild of which he 
is a member, because I happen to 
have occupied myself in a “fren­ 
zied attack” on the Communist 
leaders now on trial, and because I 
referred to Richard O. Boyer, one 
of the Communist saints, as a boob 
on the basis of a pamphlet of his 
which was sent to me unsolicited 
through the mails. 
Little Logie In Attitude 
I gather from the tone of his ar­ 
ticle that Fast enjoys the liberty 
of writing as he pleases, if onl£ in 
the Daily Workers, but he does not 
wish me to exercise the same priv­ 
ilege in the newspapers which sub­ 
scribe to my syndicated column. 
There is little logic in this attitude, 
but good, sound Party Line and it 
gives you an idea of the kind of 
literary freedom that would pre­ 
vail in this country if the Com­ 
rades ever took over. 
His attack on me takes an odd 
form and consists mostly of a cri­ 
ticism of the infantilism of my fic­ 
tion instead of attacking what I 
have to say on the Communist is­ 
sue 
I will take the opposite line and 
hold that Mr. Fast is a brilliant 
writer of historical biographies but 
as a political thinker marks him­ 
self as a first-class fathead and as 
a diatribist even less efficient. 
Revealing Passage 
As an example, I will quote you 
one beautiful and revealing pass­ 
age from his recent yelp 
“I would also remind Mr. Gal- 
lico that it was Joshph Stalin who 
called the writer ‘Engineer of the 
human soul’; a fact hard to assimi­ 
late in a land where so many souls 
have been submerged in moral 
filth or sold outright to the devil. 
I would also remind him that while 
here, where 11 Communists are on 
trial for teaching and thinking the 
nature of reality, a writer must 
either pander or starve. 
In the 
land of Communism, the Soviet 
Union, a million copies a day of 
American books are being sold— 
unexpurgated editions of all that is 
best and noblest in a century and 
a half of American literature.” 
This is a fascinating revelation 
of American bonk sales in Russia. 
At a million copies a day that 
would he 365,000,000 copies a year 
in a country with an estimated 
population of 195.162.000 whose 
literacy is estimated at 81%.

able to "build" any desired quality 
into synthetic rubber, plastic, or 
fibers. 
D r.’G. F. D’Alelio, assistant di­ 
rector of 
research 
for 
Koppcrs 
Co.. told m em bers of the Robert 
Morris 
Associates — a 
b an k er’s 
g r o u p — in 
Pittsburgh 
that 
re­ 
search in arranging and grouping 
of m o l e c u l e s to make such m ateri­ 
als 
had 
advanced 
spectacularly 
since 1939 
He explained that 
polymers— 
long molecules with many repeat­ 
ing units— can 
be changed 
into 
three sub-classes: rubber, plastics, 
and fibers. 
But 
he 
added 
that 
great 
ad­ 
vances have been made in each of 
these fields. 
He cited the record of polymer 
chem ists 
during 
the 
w ar— when 
the Allied rubber supply was cut 
off— who m ade it possible to raise 
the production of synthetic rubber 
from 2.250 long tons in 1939 to 
994,000 tons in 1944. 
Furtherm ore, the scientist said, 
we can now produce synthetic ru b ­ 
ber which it is generally agreed 
m akes better tire tread than na­ 
tural rubber. 
He pointed out that rayon, ny­ 
lon. saran and vinyon, unknow n a 
few years ago but in wide use to­ 
day, w’ere created by rearranging 
molecules. 
In the field of plastics, the K op­ 
pcrs scientist said, it would ho dif­ 
ficult for the layman to appreciate 
its m any applications. 
He concluded with the predic­ 
tion that if plastics are given their 
proper place, so as to be used in 
combination with other materials, 
the future of plastics will be un­ 
limited.

Cancer Deaths 
Now Rank High 
Among Children 


Part Of Increase May Bo Due To j 
More Accurate Diagnosis 
Is Suggestion 


NEW YORK. N. Y . Feb. 21.— | 
With the virtual conquest of the 
common childhood diseases, can­ 
cer now ranks high among the 
cause.T oi death of youngsters, ac­ 
cording to the statisticians oi the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance com- j 
pany. 
In 
the company's 
experience, 
cancer recently ha- accounted lor j 
one out of every nine deaths from ; 
disease at ages 1 to 14 years while 
as late a s 1D30 the ratio was only 
one out of every fifty. Since that i 
year the death rate from cancer 
among children insured in the In- j 
dustrial departm ent has increased 
about 40 per cent, with the rise j 
slightly greater for boys than for 
girls. In the general population of 
the United States, well over 2,000 
children now die from cancer each 
year. 
More Accurate Diagnosis 
“Although 
tar from 
cheerful, 
the situation looks worse than it 
is,” comment the statisticians “A 
part of the recorded increase in 
m ortality from cancer in child­ 
hood is no doubt a reflection of 
more 
accurate diagnosis, 
result­ 
ing in cancer being reported on 
death certificates with increased 
frequency." 
A gradual lifting of the general 
air of pessimism which previously 
prevailed as to the prognosis for 
many types of cancer in childhood 
is noted by the statisticians. An in­ 
creased 
proportion 
of 
children 
with 
cancel 
are 
now receiving 
medical 
attention 
in 
the 
early 
stages of the disease rather than 
after long periods of delay, as was 
form erly the case, they point out, 
and an increasing num ber of chil­ 
dren are surviving 5 and 10 years 
after treatm ent, according to re­ 
ports in the medical literature. 
“The prominence of cancer as a 
cause of death in children clearly 
points to the need for increased 
attention to this problem in the 
cancer control program,” the sta­ 
tisticians 
comment. 
“The 
main 
hope for the control of cancer in 
children lies in basic research on 
the fundam ental causes of the dis­ 
ease. Such research, coupled with 
the increasing knowledge of the 
medical uses of nuclear energy, 
may ultim ately yield new methods 
of diagnosis and treatm ent which 
will reduce the toll from cancer in 
childhood.

Feb. 21—(INS'— The 
London Daily Graphic reported in 
a dispatch from Lisbon today that 
several hundred persons were kill­ 
ed in the Portuguese-owned Cape 
Verde Islands when a huge wall 
collapsed. 
The mishap occured in the cap­ 
ital city of Praia as the crowd watt­ 
ed to receive rations of food pro­ 
vided by the government. Over

Being Encouraged 


Senator Taft Discusses European 
Recovery Plan Effect 
In Europe 


MENTON, O., Feb. 21.—(INS)— 
Ohio’s Senator Taft warned today 
that the European recovery plan 
is encouraging socialism in Eu­ 
rope and could pave the way for 
communism. 
The GOP policy leader told a 
Kenton audience last night that 
while ERP is succeeding now in its 
primary' objective of stopping the 
spread of communism, and help­ 
ing war ravaged nations get back 
on their feet, it may go in the op­ 
posite direction. 
He said: 
“ By giving these nations so much 
money to distribute, a greater so­ 
cialization is taking place and it 
will be more difficult for them to 
establish themselves on a demo­ 
cratic basis when our assistance is 
taken from them. By that time the 
people may have become so de­ 
manding that they will welcome 
the promises of the communists." 
Taft commended ECA Adminis­ 
trato r Paul Hoffman and his staff 
for their careful handling of the 
distribution of available ERP funds. 
He commented:

“I think we can go too far.

State Department 
Overhauling Urged

WASHINGTON. Feb 
21,—The 
Hoover commission recommended 
today a complete overhauling of 
the State department to remove 
friction and confusion in the con­ 
duct of the nation’s foreign affairs. 
In its fifth report to Congress 
on government reorganization, the 
commission proposed a new set of 
top-level State department 
jobs 
and the merger of the depart­ 
ment’s Washington personnel with 
the 
foreign 
service to 
form 
a 
single foreign career service. 
Over Period of Years 
The merger would be carried 
out over a period of years. The 
members of the new service would 
at all times be subjected to assign­ 
ment. at home or abroad. 
The 
commission, 
headed 
by 
former President Hoover, sharply 
criticized 
the 
State 
department 
and Foreign Service as disjointed 
breeders of friction and "unrest” 
in personnel ranks and said: 
"Better 
machinery 
is 
badly 
jieeded to bring competent and 
better rounded foreign affairs ad­ 
vice to the president and to force 
prompt resolution of interdepart­ 
mental disputes which, if left un­ 
settled at lower levels, may im­ 
pair the foreign relations of the 
United States.” 
The requirement (?f a two-thirds

vote

treaties was criticized as "a ser­ 
ious trouble breeder between the 
executive branch and the Senate,” 
but the commission discreetly ob­ 
served that this was outside its 
province. 
Proposes 22 Reforms 
It proposed 22 reforms intended 
to weld the entire foreign service 
closely together, establish an "ef­ 
fective chain of command’’ from 
the president on down, and streng­ 
then the hand of the secretary of 
state by giving him a larger staff. 
In addition to the present under 
secretary, the commission recom­ 
mended two deputy under secre­ 
taries, one to handle general prob­ 
lems and the other to act as a 
“general manager,” or administra­ 
tive officer. 
Responsibility for action would 
be fixed in five “line units,” each 
headed by an assistant secretary. 
There would be assistant secre­ 
taries for European affairs, Near 
Eastern and African affairs. Far 
Eastern affairs and American re­ 
public affairs. 
The fifth would be 
in charge of relations with inter­ 
national organizations. 
The 
commission 
recommended 


three other assistant secretaries— 
a total of eight or one more than 
at present. One would be a liaison 
man with Congress, another would 
direct social and economic affairs, 
and the third would be the chief 
public relations officer. 
Present positions of counselor, 
assistant secretary 
for occupied 
areas and assistant secretary for 
transportation 
and 
communica­ 
tions would be abolished. But the 
commission 
would 
increase 
the 
number 
of 
senior 
officials 
by- 
three. 
It gave no estimate as to the 
possible economies from reorgani­ 
zation of the State department. 
The commission said "the only 
real prospect oi economy lies in 
making 
progress 
toward 
world 
peace and stability," adding. 
"Wars and threats of wars and 
their drain on men and resources 
occur 
because 
diplomacy 
and 
other peaceful instruments fail or 
threaten to fail.” 
Free of Civil Service 
The commission proposed that 
the amalgamated home and over­ 
seas services should be operated 
free of the Civil Service system. 
Exemption from the pledge to 
serve in the United States or over­ 
seas would be granted top officers, 
workers in certain technical pro­ 
grams, all aliens and mechanical 
and some other employes, such as 
janitors, 
engineers, 
guards 
and 
messengers. 
Secretary of State Acheson is 
vice chairman of the commission 
and presumably approved its pro­ 
posals. Defense Secretary Forrest- 
al. also a member, concurred but 
warned that merger of the home 
and overseas services should not 
operate "to destroy the morals” of 
either group 
The commission observed that a 
“suspicious 
attitude” 
exists 
in 
Congress toward Foreign Affairs 
and the Slate department. 
One reason, it said, was that up 
until 1924 “social prestige and pro­ 
tocol considerations” were para­ 
mount in the minds of Americans 
concerned with foreign affairs. It 
added: 
“From this grew the conception 
of State department and foreign 
service personnel as being primar­ 
ily concerned with tea parties and 
striped pants." 
Although 
foreign 
affairs 
are 
now being injected “into the main 
stream of American life,” the com­ 
mission remarked, the old memo­ 
ries linger on “and will persist for 
at least another generation.”

January In U.S. 
Total $57,926,000 


NEW YOHK, Feb. 21 —Fire de­ 
struction 
in 
the 
United 
States 
totalled $57,926,000 during Janu­ 
ary, a decline of 8.1 per cent from 
losses of $63,010,000 reported in 
January 1948. according to esti­ 
mates announced by W. E. Mal- 
lalieu, 
general 
manager of the 
National 
Board of 
Fire Under­ 
writers. 
Unseasonable mild weather in 
the densely populated Eastern sea­ 
board and Southern states, with 
less need for forced operation of 
stoves 
and furnaces, 
may have 
been responsible for the decline of 
fire losses in January. 
The January losses were 16.5 
per cent less than December 1948 
losses of $69.397.000. 
Losses for the 12 months ending 
January 31, 1949 totalled $706,- 
030.000 an increase of one per cent 
over losses of $698,465,000 esti­ 
mated for the 1 2 'month period 
ending January 31, 1948. 
In spite of the decrease in Jan­ 
uary, needless fires are destroying 
irreplaceable property at near rec­ 
ord levels, Mr. Mallalieu warned. 
The 12-month figure is only slight­ 
ly lower than the $711,114,000 fire 
loss for the calendar year 1948, 
which was the greatest in U. S. 
history. 
These reported fire losses under 
fire insurance policies include an 
allowance for uninsured and unre­ 
ported losses.

FAMILY CLOTHES NEED BET­ 
TER CARE 
Good care of clothes will help 
keep them looking better and last­ 
ing longer. 
Clothes deserve good 
care and should be carefully stored 
in closets, chests and dxessers. 
It is easy to give clothing proper 
care, if the storage space for every­ 
thing from hosiery to hats is well 
planned. 
For the problem of caring for 
clothes shoulder covers and gar­ 
ment bags are recommended as 
protection from dust, and well-pad­ 
ded hangers to keep garm ents in 
shape are suggested. Avoid crowd­ 
ing dresses and coats too closely 
together; it promotes wrinkles. 
Out-of-season 
clothes 
may 
be 
stored in boxes to protect them 
from dust and moths. 
Place the 
boxes on shelves in the top of a 
closet to provide more space for 
the garm ents hanging in the closet. 
Homemakers should try one of 
the many types of shoe racks avail­ 
able in stores. 
These allow for 
storage of several pairs of shoes 
in a very small space. 
They may 
be attached to the wall or the 
closet doors, preventing the shoes 
from cluttering up the floor.

“the outlook for the future is tar 
from encouraging" because of the 
timber shortage. 
The report said that the Soviet 
Union could prevent a alumber 
scarcity of exporting some of its 
enormous timber supplies. 
Because of the "unlikely re­ 
sumption” of lumber exports from 
.Russia 
and 
Central 
European 
countries, the report added, total 
"softwood supplies likely to be 
available to Europe and the Medi- 
tarranean area may fall to be­ 
tween 50 and 65 per cent of esti­ 
mated effectivew demand.” 
The Soviet Union and most of 
the other “iron-curtain" countries 
refused to submit apy economic 
¡data to the U. N. for the report. 
Production and demand statistics 
.from virtually all other U. N. 
members was submitted. 
The survey completes the U. N. 
economic study of 1948 It will be 
.submitted to the Economic and 
Social council, where it is expect­ 
ed to provoke a new Russian at­ 
tack on the European recovery 
program and President Truman’s 
program 
to speed the develop­ 
ment of backward areas. 
The first sectioin of the report, 
which was made public at the be­ 
ginning of February. suonded an 
optimistic keynote by forecasting 
a gradual end to the price infla­ 
tion plaguing most countries.

gathered, then asked- "Why don’t we mind our own business, and let 
the Game Commission ‘run the works' . . . They’re doing a swell 
job, and will continue to do so as long as we let them " 
FOMBELLE REPLIES TO ROGAN 
New Castle, Pa,, February 15, 1949 
Mr. Carl A. Rogan, 
P. O. Box 386, 
Pittsburgh, Penna. 
Dear Sir: 
Your letter was published in the New Castle News in answer to 
an open letter I wrote regarding the proposed open anterless deer 
season for 1949, which I read with interest. 
Please, Carl, let me state this, I am not against an open doe sea­ 
son when we need it. 
I would rather see the hunt be for either sex, 
buck or doe when the time comes to thin out the herd, but surely you 
can see that with an open season in 1947, then again in 1949 this 
goes too far. 
Your figures are right, we killed 31.475 bucks and 63,568 anterless 
deer in 1947. Now among tis 63,568 deer killed, I would estimate about 
one-third were either button bucks or invisible spikes (IV* in to 2 in ) 
or about 20,000 bucks which if living would m ature to a legal 4-point 
for the fall season of 1949. 
Tell me this: When you fill in your big 
game tag and mail the same to commission what question do you 
answer? 
Here they are: 
DEER; I personally killed a deer per Information below.

Why don’t the game commission release the figures the way they 
ask us hunters to tabulate them? The commission knows how many but­ 
ton buck or invisible spikes were killed. We do not. 
You state that there should be fewer hunters. Carl, are you willing 
to sell your rifle? Have you given thought to the fact that should we 
kill off our deer herd in Pennsylvania or the whole United States, who 
will buy your rifle? Surely not another sportsman for the simple reason 
of no game, but believe me there will be a m arket for your rifle, yes 
some communist will pay you cash for it, thereby disarming our 
country w-hile we sleep. Not me. I’m for feeding our deer via planting 
trees, preferable nut trees, airplane distribution of corn, etc., any way 
to preserve the herd so that your boy and mine may enjoy in the 
future that which you and I have enjoyed in the past. 
You infer, Carl, that a great percentage of these one huncfred 
seven hunters opposing an open doe season probably participated and 
likely shot their share of these 4500 illegal kills. That is a rash state­ 
ment and I hope you don’t mean it. These men I believe have observed 
the deer in the woods, they have estim ated the deer herd, calculating 
the num ber of deer they saw last fall against other seasons. To their 
estimations, there are fewer deer. Now, how does the game commission 
come to the knowledge of the deer population of this or any state? 
They estim ate they don’t have a counting corral. Your mentioned million 
deer are estim ated. Could this estim ated number be too high? The 
hunter thinks so, and friend, this is America, the minority can still 
voice their opinion. 
You mention and agree with Mr. Grist that outdoor w riters should 
work with and not against the game commission. I have this to say to 
Mr. Grist that if he expects to hold a political public appointment or 
office such as state forestor he must learn to accept constructive criti­ 
cism, and otherwise, or the job will get him down. I am not a smart 
guy who claims to know it all. but this I will admit: I am not ready for 
regimentation, I don’t fall in line, or come to attention every time a 
brass hat appears. This hunter did not kill a doe in 1947 but I have 
killed my share of legal buck, including a prize 10 point, an eight 
point, a seven point and a three point. Ilave you killed any deer or are 
you a columnist? I take from your letter that you are writing articles, 
one of which was read and approved by Ross L. Leffler. So what-if his 
boots are smooth so are yours, and neither one of you will climb the 
mountain without help from your buddies. 
This I know Carl, that a buck private in the Army may make a 
suggestion but when the suggestion is put into operation the captam 
gets the credit.

Carl, somebody over-estimated our deer population. I am not alone 
in this thought, but hundreds of others observing hunters, that roamed 
the hills of Pennsylvania, seeking just one shot at a buck, think tne

Could Be Changed 
He inferred that council could 
change this, causing a policeman 
to be docked when ill.

were referred for consideration to 
a committee of the whole. 
The first said a resolution had 
been adopted by the F O. P., re­ 
questing council to establish reg­ 
ulations providing for cumulative 
sick leave for policemen, without 
dimunition of their salary or com­ 
pensation, for a period of 90 days. 
The communication presented by 
the trio stated that Act of Assem­ 
bly, No. 422. passed June 28, 1947, 
gives the city authority to enact 
such a regulation. 
It was explained by the [xilice- 
m tn that each officer is entitled to 
30 days sick leave each year. If he 
isn’t -ick one y‘*ar, and is sick 60 
days the next year, he should be 
allowed 60 days, and for three 
years without illness, 90 days. 
The

request 
said 
the 
F. O. P. had passed a motion, ask­ 
ing council to provide an allotm ent 
of $50 annually, to all police, reg­ 
ularly employed 
for police uni­ 
forms. 
The request said a police uniform 
can only be worn while the officer 
is on duty, and no part of it can 
be used for civilian attire. The cost 
of a uniform is about $60, and an 
overcoat, about $68. The request 
added that average life of a unt» 
form is about two years.
